A STRONG NAVAL POLICY 


THE BOW VALLEY CALI. 


WILL BE ADOPTED BY CANADA 


At Canadian Club Dinner in London Premier McBride 
Speaks of the Sent ment in the Dominion ia Favor 
of an Active and Efficient Canadian Navy. 


London.--At a Canadian club din- 
ner, Sir BE. 8. Rose presiding, the 
Lord-Mayor and Sheriffs Hanson and 
Briggs were the chief guests. Among 
others present were Hon. Richard 
McBride, Sir Frederick Borden, Hon, 
Colin Campbell, John Hendry, Sir 8. 
Graham, Donald McMaster, Hon. J. H. 
Turner, the Bishop of Saskatchewan, 
Major Malcolm Murray, Col. J. H. 
Burland, Genera’ Elliott, Captain and 
Licut. Hanson and Sir T. Skinner. 

Colonel Burland responding to a 
tonst to the imperial forces eulogized 
the work done by Sir Frederick Bor- 
den for the militia, That body was 
unwilling to be classed as imperial re- 
serves, but wished to b- counted in 
the firing line from the first he re- 
marked, 

Premier McBride, responding to a 
toast to te Dominion, referred to the 
wonderful success that the Duke of 
Connaught was achieving in Canada 
and the gratification that his Royal 
Highness intended to make a western 
journey was creating. He suggested 
that the Lord Mayor should pay Can- 
ada a state visi’ on lines of his con- 
tinental visits The-loyalty and pat- 
riotism of Canada had never been 
questioned, continued the speaker, but 
lately it has been intensified by politi- 
cal exigencies which perhaps it would 


not be fitting to enter into here. 

Proceeding to discuss the-navy 
question, Premier McBride said: 

“T assure you intense Interest is be- 
ing taken in this question, We have 
assurance from Premier Borden that 
the government proposes to take up 
this questior at once and deal with 
it effectively. We in British Colum- 
bila are reminded day by day of all 
nat a navy means, | have confidence 
hat when Premier Borden proposes, 
as he will do shortly, a strong policy 
making for an active and efficient 
Canadian navy he will have the en- 
tire Dominion behind him, One is 
very much encouraged to believe that 
there will be results and quickly, too, 
when one has watched the earnest, 
splendid fashion in which the first 
Lord of the Admiralty, Winston 
Churchill, has discharged the duties 
of his office. Without meaning any 
reflection to his predecessors, I think 
I may safely say that Mr. Churchil! 
has made a name for himself unique 
in the annalr of his department, I 
want to emphasize the strong deter- 
mination of the Canadian people so 
far as I can gauge it to deal with this 
question quickly and we may expect 
good results from the fact that at the 
head of the admiralty there is such a 
ftrong personality as Mr, Winston 
Churchill.” 


SEPARATE AGREEMENT. 


This Unique Suggestion Is Causing 
No Little Curiosity. 
London.—William O'Brien, leader 
of the Independent Nationalists, in a 
letter to the Times,:asks whether the 
country has not materials for @ 
friendly consultation and a national 
compromise on the Home Rule ques- 

tion. 

Pointing out what he regards as in- 
dication in this direction Mr, O'Brien 
says that while nobody on the min- 
Isterial side now laughs at Ulster's 
discontent, no Ulster leader has yet 
pledged himself to resist any settle 
ment arrived at with the under- 
understanding that it has the approval 
of England.

Manitoba Elevator Commission Will 
Go Out of Business at the End of 
the Scason—Want to Sell to the 
Grain Growers’ Association. 
Winnipeg. —D. W. McCuaig, chalr- 

man of the Manitoba Government Ele- 

vator Commission, stated that he had 
received orders to close up the bual- 


ness of the commission by the close | 


of the present year, August 31, He 
said he had been with the commission 
since {it started, and found that it 
did . not receive sufficient support 
from the people, This was presum- 
ably the reason for the commission 
going out of business. Mr. McCualg 
stated that from September 1 to Jan- 
uary 31, last year, the government 
elevators had only handled forty per 
cent. of the grain, according to the 
statement of th? railways. 

“This losing game,” said the chair- 
man of the commission, “where there 
{s an insufficient support from the 
people, and where there are certain 
operating expenses Which cannot be 
overcome, and which would scarcely 
be covered by the amount of business 
handled, is beyond doubt the reason 
for the move. We can't get the grain 
to handle to make it a paying busi- 
ness.” * 

Mr. McCuag was not aware of the 
plans of the government for the fu- 
ture, but said that the elevators would 
all be empty by August 31, and the 
plants will be ready for either sale 
or lease to private individuals or com- 
paniess, There are a total of 172 ele- 
vators in the system, with a total ca- 
pacity of about 4,300,000 bushels 
roughly speaking. The chairman was 
of the firm opinion that it was not 
because the business methods of the 
commission were unsound that the 
failure was recorded, but rather the 
entire trouble lay in the non-support 
of the grain producers generally. 

The collapse of the government's 
elevator business was a subject of dis- 
cussion at the grain exchange. It 
{e learned on very good authority 
that. the provincial government has 
made a proposal to the Grain Growers’ 
association to take over the elevators 
at the price which the government 
paid for them, There was a meet-

plete in many districts of the soft 
winter wheat states that the crop ex- 
perts have not reported it so bad as 
{t really is. This last week the re- 
ports have been coming mostly from 
Kansas and Nebraska, and in these 
states a good deal of the crop is in 
excellent condition, but even in them 
there are districts of comparative if 
not absolute failure, and in Kansas 
it {is stated that from 800,000 to 
1,000,000 acres will be abandoned ahd 
sown to oats, or plowed up to plant 
with corn, The May crop of the Unit- 
ed States Agricultural Department 
| will be issued shortly. Among other 
things it will give an estimate of the 
winter wheat acreage abandoned and 
} the condition of the growing crops 
as on May 1st. No doubt it will imdi- 
|cate the prospect of a very small 
lcrop of winter wheat. Mr. B. W. 
| Snow, the crop expert, has issued his 
May report, and puts the condition 
of the United States winter wheat at 
75.9 with an abandonment of 18.2 per 
cent. of the acreage planted, indicat- 
| ing a probable yield of 358,000,000 bu, 
against 431,000,000 bu. the final gov- 
ernment estimate for the wield of 
11911. As a rule, Mr, Snow’s estimate 
and the government estimate are 
very close to each other, The lowest 
estimate of conditions on May 1st by 
the government in the last fourteen 
years was 76.2 in 1899, In 1911 ft 
was 86.1, Owing to an abundance of 
rain everywhere over the winter 
wheat crop except in the state of 
Kansas, during the last several 
weeks, accompanied by a tempera- 
ture a fow degrees below the normal 
average; growth is backward and 
unless very warm, dry weather 
comes in May and June the winter 
wheat harvest will be delayed. 


Last 
natural resources of the west will be year owing to the dry, hot weather 


it was very early. In seeding of the 
spring wheat Southern Minnesota 
and South Dakota got started early 
and seeding is finished over these 
areas. In Northern Dakota, how- 
ever, and Nerthern Minnesota and 
over most of Western Canada, al- 
though there are spots where seed- 
{ng was done early, the bulk of it 
has not made seasonable progress. 
This results from the broken weather 
with snow and rain, which has been 
coming at intervals ‘since the middie 
of April. There are districts in Man- 
{toba and Saskatchewan where little 
or no wheat has been sown yet. The 
temperature has been below the nor- 
mal for the time of year. and unless 
the rainy weather stops at once and 
a good steady spell of fair weather 
sets in, it will curtall the acreage 
Tthat might have been put under 
wheat, for the season ia advancing 
and getting too late to prudently sow 
wheat, The wet weather has. also 
hindered general farm work of which 
s0 much more than usual was left 
over from last fall. The fact that 
the’ damage reports to the United 
States winter wheat has been to 
stimulate the speculative markets 
and keep prices up, but during the 
week fluctuations in prices have heen 


erratic and towards the end. there 
has been a decline from, the, high 
points reached during the week. 


This, of course, {e natural in specu- 
lative operations, but does not nec- 
essarily imply any particular weak 
ening in the strong aituation and a 


decline now is likely to be followed 
by advances later. The statistioal 
situation is still working mostly 
against bullish hopes. The only item 
favoring the bull side {s a decrease 
in the United States visible supply 
of 2,817,000 bu. against a decrease 
of 1,718,000 bu. a year ago. This 
leaves the aggregate United States 
visible at 433,843,000 bu, against 
about ‘30,000,000 bu. a year ago. 
World’s shipments were larger last 
week as compared with last year, be- 
ing 11,760,000 bu. against 11,088,000 
bu. last year.

Text of the Lesson, Matt. v, 17-26. 
Memory Verses, 17, 18&—Golden Text, 
Rom. xiii, 8, R.V.—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev..D. M. Stearns, 


The gospel by Matthew Is tn a spe 
clal sense the gospel of the kingdom, 
and the key word of the kingdom is 
righteousness, absolutely verfect ac- 
cording to the interpretation of the 
commandments here given by our 
Lord, from which we learn that a sin- 
ful look breaks u command as much 
as an act, and from Jas. ii, 10, we 
learn that “whosoever shall keep the 
whole law and yet offend in one point 
Is guilty of all.” It must be an in- 
ward righteousness of the heart, not 


like that of the Pharisees, of whom 
sur Lord said that, although they ap- 
peared righteous outwardly to men, 
they were within full of hypocrisy 
and iniquity, outwardly whited sepul- 
chres, inwardly all uncleanness (Matt. 
xxill, 25-28), In our lesson He says in 
no case can such righteousness enter 
the kingdom (verse 20), and in Isa. 
Ixiv, 6, we are told that all our right- 
eousnesses are as filthy rags. Con- 
cerning the kind that God requires 
we are told, “There is none righteous 
—np not one,” and when we are 
brought face to face with the law 
every mouth {s stopped and all the 
world guilty before God (Rom. ili, 10, 
19), Men have many standards. God 
has but one, called “the righteousness 
of God” (Rom. iif, 5, 22; x, 3; Il. Cor. 
v, 21). In verse 17 of our lesson He 
sald that He came to fulfill the law 
and the prophets, and to John the 
Baptist Hw said: “It becometh us to 
fulfill all righteousness” (iff, 16). 
There waa neither flaw nor failure in 
His righteousness. He could truth- 
fully say: “I do always those things 
that please the Father,’ and the Father 
‘estified concerning Him: “This {s my 
beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased” (John vill, 29; Matt. il, 17; 
xvii, 5), He was the Lamb without 
blemish and without spot. He knew 
no sin; He was holy, harmless, unde 
filed and separate froin sinners (1. 
Peter, 1, 19; {1, 22; I. Cor. v, 21; Heb. 
vil, 26). His was righteousness in- 
deed, and nothing short of His per- 
fect righteousnegs can enable any one 
to appear before God acceptably. The 
case on our side is therefore utterly 
hopeless as far as any efforts of ours 
are concerned, for “by the deeds of 
the law there shall no flesh be justl- 
fled in His sight” (Rom. if, 20). The 


very best that man can do 
comes far short of His perfect 
‘ighteousness, What a gloomy out- 


vised means whereby we need not be 
vised. means wh roby we seed not be 
Iriven away m Him (1, Sam, xiv, 
14). Not o did the Son of God

tip, and is of a mogt brilliant blue 
color. It affords a striking example 
of the wonderful powers given to these 
small insects for their own preserva- 
tion.

Kong reports that in 1909 the Imports 
of opium into China constituted about 
8.6 per vcnt. of the total imper's.

total import trade of the country, the 
imports of opium constituted about 12 
per cent of the whole, However, 
this increase {n price and the entire 
imports of opium into China during 
1910 may be taken as the culminating

year before, were nevertheless made 
largely in anticipation of further re- 
striction of imports by law—an antici- 
pation which is in a considerable de- 
cree already justified.

Rainfall and Consumption. 

A study of the influence of rain- 
bearing winds upon the prevalence of 
tuberculosis has been made by Dr. 
William Gordon, physician, to the 

wt Deve and wxeter Hospital. 
After? classifying several Devonshire 
parishes according to their exposure 
to rainy winds, Doctor Gordon gearch- 
ed out in precisely which parishes the 
deaths from consumption during a 
series of years had mainiy occurred. 
He found that the death-rate in the 
parishes exposed to rain-bearing 
winds was generally twice as high as 
that of the parishes sheltered from 
them. Further investigations were 
conducted in many other localities, 
among them the city of Exeter. The 
-esnlt was the game. Doctor Gordon 
declares that the important point to 
consider is the matter of shelter from 
the rain-bearing winds of the locality, 
exposure to which is a more serious 
matter than altitude, character of 
soil, or even the amount of rainfall.
